When I was a boy on my grand- 
mother’s farm in Tennessee, one 
of my proudest hours was being

corn.” 

The former, as 
it implies, is 
first-grade stuff 
—plowing a fur- 
row down the 
middle of each 
row. But the second job of “‘plow- 
ing around” corn was done with a 
double shovel plow. It was, in a 
sense, precision work. The two 
blades would throw new-turned 
earth around the roots of the corn 
if one guided them just right. But 
the slightest error and the blades 
would just as cheerfully plow up 
the stalks. 

To plow around corn was to 
come of age, to compete with 
adults, to be able to walk with 
a swagger, to look with satisfac- 
tion upon the world. 

All of which is by way of pre- 
amble to explain a great yearn- 
ing to be this week in Peebles, 
Ohio, where the greatest farm 
show in the world is being held 
... “The World’s Fair of Agri- 
culture.” 

It is the first time in its five 
years of history that the fair has 
been held in the United States. 
And it focuses attention on the 
disquieting fact that for the past 
four years the world’s plowin 
championship has been won by 
Europeans.

Then by unanimous vote, Ma- 
laya, the newest British common- 
wealth nation, was 
the U.N. as its 82nd member.

and North Ireland will compete | 


for the world’s title. 

This is the greatest world’s 
championship contest ever held, 
and to a nation surfeited with 
tensions and crises, it should 
make fascinating reading, better 
even than the world’s series. 


Fourteen judges, representing 
each competing country, 
judge the world matches on suc 
points as straightness and uni- 
formity of furrows, and burying 
stubbles of grass. 

The plowing, of course, is done 
with tractor-pulled plows. There 
will be no patient mules or 
horses, pulling turning plows. The 
tractor, in which the horse is 
multiplied many times, is win- 
ning. Even in some areas of 
Europe the big Percheron-type 
farm horses, with the feathery 
growth of hair just above each 
hoof, are giving way to the me- 
chanical horse. 


Farm Generation 


To a generation born and 
raised on a farm when the horse 
or mule provided all the power, 
the tractor will never seem quite 
fitting. There was something 
about seeing a man, a plow and 
a horse against the horizon, mov- 


ing patiently across a field, or | 


along the rows of some young, 
green crop, which was immense- 
ly satisfying. 

There was something of perma- 
nence about it, too. Or so we 
thought. Thomas Hardy cele- 
brated it in a poem, saying that 
dynasties might come and go, but 
that the slow-pacing horse pulling 
a plow, with man guiding it 
through the new-birth days of 
spring, would go on just the 
same through eternity. But the 
tractor came. 

The United States, despite soil 
banks, is facing record crops. 
Men grow more on fewer acres 
because of the machines, new 
fertilizers, techniques and know- 
how. 

“The earth is the Lord’s, and 
the fullness thereof.’ sang the 
Psalmist. And he was right. 

And even if tractors do pull the 
plows there is beauty in it, and 
a closeness to earth and the se- 
cret of life. 

Oh, to be in Peebles—now. the 
plowmen and the world’s agri- 
cultural fair are there.

Navy's Triton guided missile pro 
gram after $24,000,000 was spent 
on it. 

The Triton was supposed to be 
a surface-to-surface missile, pow 
ered by ramjet engines, with a 
range of about 1,500 miles. 
LITTLE EFFECT 

The economy actions taken since 
last June—reductions in forces, 
cancellations of weapons procure- 
ment, reduced base operations— 
have so far failed to cut spending 
appreciably, Secretary Wilson and 
his aides disclosed. 

They did hold out a slim hope 
that the tide in burgeoning ex 
penditures might be turned. They 
revealed that an intensive study 
of military programs would be 
made in the next 10 days. 


The rate of Defense department 
spending was $40,200,000,000 last 
June when Secretary Wilson 
initiated the current economy 
wave. He has tried to bring it 
down to $38,000,000,000 for the fis 
cal year that started July 1.

That Is Quite a List 
The Sheriff Has Here! 


Registration by Fulton Sheriff Ralph 
Grimes of a list of special deputies add- 
ing up to a total of 1,338 fully justifies 
the Legislature’s passage of a law author- 
izing registration and the Fulton County 
Grand Jury for ordering it done. 

The average citizen, of course, imme- 
diately will wonder why the county needs 
that many deputies and probably will 
come to the same conclusion this newspa- 
per did a long time ago. It doesn’t. And 
except for enhancing his political for- 
tunes, the sheriff doesn’t either. 

The sheriff—any sheriff for that mat- 
ter—apparently can name any number of 
special deputies he wishes. And they do 
have police powers, although few of them 
care to use it. We would assume it also 
entitles them to certain courtesies, courte- 
sies which have been the source of many 
complaints. 

On Sheriff Grimes’ list are a number 
of important and influential citizens. And 
on the whole, it is quite a formidable po- 
litical assemblage which should produce 
a lot of votes. 

At any rate, there’s no longer any 
secrecy about the list. The public at least 
knows all who have potential police pow- 
ers. 
Grand juries in all counties should 
follow the example of Fulton and a few 
others in ending even a hint of secret 
police. And secret or not, it is reasonable 
to expect some limitations on the number 
of extracurricular policemen.

Grand Jury Acts Wisely 
In Case of Det. McGee 


The current grand jury in our opinion 
has acted in the public interest, as well 
as on the side of justice in no-billing a 
lesser charge asked by the solicitor’s of- 
fice against city detective R. P. McGee. 

Detective McGee was indicted by a 
former grand jury which, at times, gave 
indications of being greatly confused, on 
a charge by Tom Brownlee. The charge 
was robbery. The present jury was told 
that Brownlee had changed his previous 
story. Having first presumably sworn the 
officer had taken the money from him by 
force, Brownleesnow says he had “en- 
trusted” the officer with money and that 
he had never got it back. A charge of 
larceny and larceny after trust was asked. 
The jury refused and no-billed it. 

Brownlee, who made the charge 
against a detective whose record was clear, 
has been arrested some 21 times in the 
past five years on charges ranging from 
larceny, whisky, drunk, disorderly and 
so on. There are a number of convictions 
on his record. 

It is astonishing that any jury would 
have indicted on the testimony of such a 
witness. The no-bill is in the public in- 
terest and on the side of common jus- 
tice.

Industrial Expansion Is 
Factor Against Inflation 


The slowdown in industrial expan- 
sion as indicated by postponement of 
several proposed multimillion-dollar 
plants in Georgia is regrettable. 

Evidence of a leveling off in consum- 
er demands in many lines of goods has 
caused some firms to go slow with ex- 
pansion plans. The added cost of money, 
too, iS a factor. Firms are reluctant to 
add the higher interest rates to their 
costs of operation. 

Here we have another paradox of the 
tight money policy. There definitely has 
been a slowdown in economic growth, 
which eventually will express itself in 
fewer consumer goods in relation to the 
population. On the other hand, there has 
been no check on the rising cost of living. 

This year we have seen further in- 
creases in total income of the American 
people. However, added living costs have 
increased consumer resistance,. believed 
to be only temporary. But the check on 
expanding our productive capacity is 
bound to increase competition for avail- 
able consumer goods when the buyers’ 
mood changes. This, of course, will not 
check but increase inflation. 

In the long run, continued expansion 
of production can be a major weapon 
against higher prices, higher wages and 
consumer demand—the chief ingredients 
of inflation. A static economy with a 
growing population means just the op-

The 
fact that millions of innocent and 
helpless people would suffer prob- 
ably never once entered his head. 
He reneged on the Aswan Dam. 
Another brink. 


With affairs in the Middle East 
in the state of complete turmoil, 
along came the Eisenhower Doc- 
trine. Mr. Dulles lost no time. An 
emissary, Mr. Richards — laden- 
ed with money bags — was hur- 
riedly dispatched in the Middle 
Fast. His instructions were to of- 
fer cash and munitions to fight 
communism in such nations as 
would sign on the dotted line. He 
did not return with enough si¢na- 
tures to worry our taxpayers. 

Recently our press has been en- 
livened by Mr. Dulles’ on-again- 
off-again Finnegan approach to 
granting visas to newsmen to 
visit Red China.

Vets’ Widows 
Get $236,665 


The State of Georgia paid $236,- 
665 in pensions to widows of 
Confederate soldiers last year. 

A report on the Department of 
Confederate Pensions was one of 


three released by State Auditor 
B. E. Thrasher Jr. Tuesday. 


It showed that 251 widows re- 
ceived pensions of $75 a month 
and that eight, who are residents 
of the Confederate Soldiers Home, 
got $5 a month in addition to 
their care. 


The number of widows receiv- 
ing the $75 pensions dropped from 
278 in the preceding year. The 
number at the home has not 
changed in three years. 


The administrative cost of the 
department was $13,346 for the 
year, an increase of slightly 
more than $1,000. 

Another audit listed the operat- 
ing cost of the Board of Pardons 
and Paroles at $238,399 for the 
year ended June 30. That was an 
increase of nearly $35,000 for the 
year, of which approximately 
$23,000 was for increased pay- 
ments for personal services. The 
department had 49 employes on 
June 30, an increase of 10 in a 
year. 

The other audit listed operating 
costs of the State Personnel 
Board and Merit System at $160,- 
584, an increase of approxi- 
mately $15,000 for the year. Pay- 
ments for personal service ac- 
counted for nearly all the in- 
crease. This department had 33 
employes, an increase of 6.

Griffin, while publicly proclaim- 
ing his neutrality in the guberna- 
torial race, has appeared cool to 
Vandiver. He fired three avowed 
supporters of the lieutenant gov- 
ernor from the state payroll and 
some members of his administra- 
tion are openly hostile to Van- 
diver. 

While Harris has refrained from 
any criticism of Griffin in his 
paper, he has taken a few slaps 
at some members of the Griffin 
administration and at former 
highway chairman 
Lawson, whom the Vandiver camp 
currently considers the Griffin 
candidate for governor.

Just sprinkle a few drops of 


Of Revision 
In Addresses 


About 6,000 DeKalb County resi- 
dents will be notified of official 
changes in their addresses next 
week, planning director Louis 
Cook said Tuesday. 

The changes, affecting street 
numbers, will go into effect Jan. 
1, 1958. Letters advising DeKalb 
residents of street name changes 
already are going out and all 
should be sent in a little over a 
month, Cook said. 

Changes will be made in about 
29,000 street numbers at the rate 
of about 6,000 a week, Cook said. 
The notices of change say the 
changes must become effective 
before July 1, 1958. 

Residents, the post office, utility 
companies and other major users 
of addresses must begin using the 
new street numbers during the 
period Jan. 1 to July 1. The pro- 
gram to be put into effect begin- 
ning next week will only be noti- 
fication of change, Cook said. 

The program of street name 
changes, to eliminate confusion 
due to duplication and similar- 
sounding street names, was begun 
two months ago when the Plan- 
ning Department started sending 
letters to residents of streets 
whose names are to be changed, 
advising them of the changes and 
asking “their thoughts.” 

To date, Cook said, 1,355 of an 
estimated 6,000 such letters have 
been sent out. He termed the 
response “‘overwhelmingly in sup- 
port” of the changes.

Of the individual stocks the experts feel will 
outperform the market price averages, the one 
receiving the most votes is Chrysler. 

It is interesting to note that none of the experts 
favor the motors as a group. Those who do ex- 
press an opinion on the motors as a group look 
for them to be behind the market. 

Two other stocks favored to outperform the 
market are Trane, which is in the air conditioning 
and heating field, and Westinghouse Electric. 

The other seven stocks on the favored list are 
American Machine & Foundry, Gulf Oil, Interna- 
tional Business Machines, Jones & Laughlin, Na- 
tional Distillers, Republic Steel and U.S. Steel.

Two of these were in the list of stocks other 
experts favored to do better than the market. 
One—IBM—was in the list of the 10 most favored. 

Two of the others—Penn-Texas and U.S. Hoff- 
man Machinery—are leaders in the ‘take over” 
field and the shares have done poorly. Both have 
had big drops. 

In general the experts favor avoiding invest- 
ments in companies that will be squeezed be- 
tween inflation of their costs and regulation of 
their Income, much as the railroads and utilities 
and to some extent the air lines. 

The higher yields now obtainable on bonds, one 
expert believes, makes unattractive stocks whose 
chief appeal is income rather than growth. More 
than half the experts surveyed feel investors 
would be smart to switch some of their stocks 
into tax exempt bonds, which now yield 4 per 
cent and better tax free. A large number favor 
corporate bonds convertible into stock, thus com- 
bining a fixed income with an inflation hedge.
